For Fall; 
Nikita First 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A dramatic exchange of 
visits between President Eisenhower and Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev to “further the cause of peace” was 
announced today. 
Khrushchev will come to the United States in Sep­ 
tember. Eisenhower will go to Russia later in the fall, 
probably in October. 
Announcement of the m a j 0 t 
cold w ar developm ent was made 
sim ultaneously by the President 
himself 
in Washington 
and 
by 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry 
in 
Moscow. 
Khrushchev's trip—two or three 
days in Washington and a 10-day 
tour of other part.-, of the United 
States—will bo his first x i>-it to 
this country.

A Bristol youth and a Levi (town man were 
among the many persons who tried to escape Sat­ 
urday’s torrid weather in the Delaware River in 
Bristol. 
But, the two died in the Delaware within 25 
minutes and a half-mile of each other. 
Harry Joshua Davis, Jr., 25, of 727 Cedar St., 
drowned while swimming. His body was recovered 
from the Delaware shortly before 8 p.m. at Dor- 
rance St., where residents recently cleared a bath­ 
ing area. 
The boating trip resulted in the death by drown­ 
ing of George Motsko, 38, of 158 North Kenwood 
Drive, Levittown. He apparently fell from a Lmall 
dingy near the Mill St., pier as he rowed out to 
a cabin cruiser. 
The Interstate Marine Association and Bristol 
Police Department worked for four-and-.a.lialf 
hours until MoUko’s body was recovered at 12:30 


p.m. and he was pronounced dead. 
A former borough policeman and fireman, Wal­ 
ter VanDoren, notified the police of the Dorrance 
St., drowning. Police said he and Dominick Nocito 
recovered the body of Davis from the river. 
Bristol Police Chief Vincent Faragalli, Sgt. 
Earl Buck and Patrolman Michael Manto found 
the body on the shore. Ten minutes 
later, 
Dr. 
Thomas S. Fan in, Bristol, pronounced Davis dead. 
Chief Faragalli and Coronor Thomas CL Lamb 
accompanied the body to the Lower Bucks coun­ 
ty Hospital, and determined that there was 10 foul 
play in the death. 


Second Drowning 
It was while investigating the Davis death 
that the borough police were informed of the acci­ 
dent at Mill St., at 8:20 p.m. 
Two couples who had just removed their own 


boat from the water, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Daniels, 
247 Indian Creek Drive, Levittown and Mr. and 
Mrs. Cecil Coppage, 006 Bayard St., Bristol, told 
the off ice re they saw a man groping in the water 
after falling from a tiny boat. 
This was Motsko. His body was retrieved at 
midnight. 
“It happened about 15 yards from the shore,” 
Daniels said. ‘We were pulling our 14-foot outboard 
boat from the water when we saw three men launch 
the dingy into the river 
“Our car got stuck in the mud when we tried 
to pull out our boat,” Daniels said. 


“We got out and saw the man in the water be­ 
side the little boat. He had been heading out to a 
cabin cruiser. I ran down to the water and with 
another man dived in.
